Previous attempts have 
been made by robbers but 
Monday's quiet, patient vis- 
itor at the First National 
bank has the unique distinc- 
tion. of being the first to 
complete the job. 

And how the news spread! 

The ‘Bank Robber’ in 
Upland apparently got top 
billing in every conversa- 
tion in the community for 
the next 24 hous, 

The news also. spread 
quicklyto law enforcement 
officers. Within minutes af- 
ter the incident, it looked 
as though a convention of 
policemen was underway. 
Local officers, deputy sher- 
iffs and a big contingent of 
FBI men were following 
every lead. 

Perhaps it is part of the 
process of ‘‘growing up” to 
have a bank robbery.

Dan Mikesell is a hard- 
working public official.

Rock Trucks On Euclid 
Next Problem for Solution 


Now that the “smoke” problem at the city dump 
is scheduled for early solution, local residents can 
turn immediately to another annoyance — the rock- 
filled trucks that speed down Euclid Ave. 


Admittedly, the truck problem is one that directly 
concerns only a limited number of residents. Yet, what 
affects one segment of our residents and what affects 
Euclid, directly concerns EVERYONE in the community. 


A solution must be found to the problem — but 
the solution is very difficult. 


Euclid Ave. is a state highway. As such, trucks 
have as much right on the thoroughfare as any ve- 
hicle. Actually, the city of Upland has very little say-so 
as to the restrictions in the use of the avenue. 


What might be done is for the city to prepare an 
ordinance limiting the weight of the trucks, thus pro- 
hibiting the heavily loaded vehicles from using Euclid. 
At the same time, an alternate route must be provided. 
In other words, if the trucks taking reck and gravel 
from the local pits to southland construction jobs, can- 
not use Euclid, then they must be given the right to 
use some other avenue. It so happens that people live 
on all the avenues — and no one wants to have “their” 
street a route for rock trucks. 


Mountain Ave. appears to be a very logical alter- 
nate route to enable the truck drivers to get to Foothill 
Blvd. or the San Bernardino freeway. At present, the 
local rock crushers use 16th and 19th Sts. in getting 
to Euclid, if Mountain were selected, it would mean, 
of course, use of these thoroughfares in going west. 


How would the city appease present and future 
residents on these arteries? 


Another possibility, might be the construction of 
a strong surface on Campus Ave. south from 19th to 
Foothill. This may be the ultimate route since it would 
provide a direct route from the rock crushers south to 
a main east-west artery. This, of course, will cost many 
thousands of dollars — and that is a problem also.

The fact remains, the heavy, fast trucks on Euclid 
will eventually turn this community's distinctive and 
famous thoroughfare into a low-rate residential artery. 


Upland city councilmen are well aware of the 
problem and of the possibilities. They must act. All 
interested persons can help in arriving at the “right” 
golution by discussing the matter and advising the 
councilmen and the public of their views. 


Knowland and Brown Are 
Likely Candidates 


Four politically powerful men make news in Cal- 
Mornia. 

Pat Brown, attorney general and a strong leader 
in the Democratic party is watching, listening and 
waiting. Three Republicans — Govemor Goodwin 
Knight, U. S. Senator Wm. Knowland and Vice presi- 
dent Richard Nixon have their eyes on the future and 
their ears on the present. 


The Democratic party leaders have reportedly 
given Mr. Brown until Sept. 14 to decide on his 1958 
political plans. He can almost name his route — either 
bea candidate for reelection, for governor or for U.S. 
senator. Or, he might retire. He would very much like 
to be governor and it is very likely he will choose 
to run for that office. 


Governor Knight wants to continue in that office. 
Senator Knowland hopes someday to be a candidate 
for president of the United States. He will decide early 
this fall on what he thinks is the best path in leading 
to the GOP nomination in 1960. Mr. Brown's de- 
cision may have a bearing on Mr, Knowland’s de- 
cision. 


Gov. Knight has spoken frequently about the po- 
litical dangers to the Republican party with himself 
and Mr. Knowland fighting it out in the primaries. It 
would be dangerous as well as very costly financially. 


From this point, it might be a safe forecast thet 
the 1958 gubernatorial contest will be between Mr.” 
Brown and Mr. Knowland wiih Mr. Knight becoming 
a candidate for U.S. Senator. 


Then “Governor” Krnowland and “Senator” Knight 
could still be very strong personalities in the national 
political picture, If both of these men run for the govern- 
ership, it is very possible both of them would be dead 
politically with Pat Brown in ihe Sacramente mansion. 

In any event Vice President Nixon is in the top 
position for the 1960 presidential nominations. Know- 
land may have te wait four or eight years later to get 
his real chance at a nomination,
